One  Hundred  and  Twenty-second  Annual  Report. 


THE  Committee  of  the  Royal  School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind 
are  able  to  report  that  the  improvement  in  the  Institution’s 
position  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report  was  maintained 
in  1914. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year.  Mr. 
COMMITTEE.  C.  H.  Walker  is  temporarily  Acting-Chairman  of  the 
House  Committee,  as  Colonel  Baines  has  been  in 
command  of  Horfield  Barracks  since  the  beginning  of  the  war. 


The  Balance  Sheet  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
FINANCE.  1914,  shews  that  the  adverse  balance  of  ,£411  reported 
last  year  has  been  converted  into  a small  balance  on 
the  right  side.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the  decrease  in  Loss  on  Trade. 
The  increased  cost  of  upkeep  of  the  School  is  due  to  the  heavy 
expense  of  exterior  re-painting,  which  was  found  necessary  to  be 
done  last  year. 


The  most  important  event  of  the  Institution  s year 
BLIND  was  the  inauguration  of  an  Endowment  Fund,  apart 
WORKERS'  from  the  ordinary  sources  of  income,  to  be  used  solely 
HELP  FUND,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  position  of  the  adult 
workers  by  means  of  weekly  grants  of  varying 
amounts.  The  scheme  was  originated  by  Mr.  H.  H.  Wills,  who 
most  generously  undertook  to  double  any  sum  collected  up 
to  ^10  000.  Mr.  Wills  himself,  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Cross  and 
Mr  Budgett,  carried  through  the  work  of  making  personal  appeals 
for  donations  to  the  Endowment  Fund,  which  have  so  far  resulted 
in  the  collection  of  the  sum  of  ,£5,667.  Mr.  Wills  has  added  to 
this  an  equal  amount,  making  a total  of  ,£11,337,  which  has  now 
been  invested,  and  from  which  an  income  ot  ^470  will  be  derived. 

Grants  have  been  made  weekly  from  this  fund  since  Christmas 
to  the  great  satisfaction  of  the  adult  workers,  to  whom  the  regular 
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addition  to  their  income  has  proved  a great  comfort;  and  the 
Committee,  no  less  than  the  workers,  feel  that  they  are  most  deeply 
indebted  to  Mr.  Wills,  whose  hard  work  and  generosity  have  made 
possible  so  great  an  amelioration  in  the  lives  of  the  afflicted 
workers. 

The  School,  in  common  with  most  others  in  the 
SCHOOL.  country,  is  suffering  from  the  results  of  the  war. 

The  new  Headmaster  (Mr.  A.  A.  Cowan)  began  his 
work  in  May,  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  course  of  education  would 
begin  to  run  smoothly  again.  But  in  November  Mr.  Cowan  felt 
it  his  duty  to  respond  to  the  country’s  call,  and  the  Committee,  in 
acceding  to  his  request  to  be  allowed  to  join  the  Colours,  agreed 
to  keep  his  place  open,  Mr.  A.  H.  James  being  once  more  appointed 
Acting  Headmaster. 

Mr.  E.  T.  Cosslett  has  also  left  to  take  up  a post  at  Henshaw’s 
Blind  Asylum. 

These  changes,  coupled  with  the  great  difficulty  of  obtaining 
new  teachers,  have  naturally  interfered  to  some  extent  with  the 
ordinary  working  of  the  curriculum.  On  the  whole,  however, 
it  may  be  said  that  the  work  has  not  suffered  materially,  and  this 
is  entirely  due  to  the  creditable  manner  in  which  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Teaching  Staff  have  adapted  themselves  to  the 
inevitable  alterations  and  re-adjustments.

ihis,  again,  is  a most  necessary  factor  in  the  up- 
bringing of  blind  children.  Few  people,  except  those 
who  have  ^ care  of  them>  havfi  any  Qf  ^ ^ 

abilities  entailed  by  lack  of  early  training.  The  older 
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a child  is  before  entering  a school  for  the  blind,  the  more  difficult 
it  is  to  eradicate  mannerisms  contracted  in  infancy,  and  to  teach 
self-confidence,  without  which,  if  left  to  themselves,  they  are  apt 
to  become  too  dependent  on  others  in  getting  about. 

In  the  excellent  Gymnasium  which  the  teachers  have  at  their 
disposal,  they  are  able  to  ensure  that  each  child  has  a proper 
amount  of  physical  exercise  suited  to  its  capacity,  and  tending  to 
help  independence  of  movement. 

Both  drill  and  gymnastics  are  in  quite  a creditable  state,  and 
will  improve  as  necessary  apparatus  is  acquired  by  degrees. 

A Troop  of  Blind  Boy  Scouts,  “65th  Bristol,”  has  been 
enrolled.  They  are  very  keen,  and  enjoy  their  training.  One  has 
already  become  a qualified  signaller,  and  first-aid  is  a favourite 
recreation. 

The  health  of  pupils  has  been,  on  the  whole,  better 
HEALTH,  during  the  year.  There  have  been  no  epidemics,  for 
the  first  time  since  coming  to  Westbury.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  has  been,  as  usual,  a great  number  of  bad 
throats  and  severe  colds. 

Splendid  work  has  been  done  in  this  department 

MUSIC.  during  the  past  year.  Ten  pupils,  which  is  a record, 
were  examined  by  the  Incorporated  Society  of 
Musicians,  in  July  and  December,  1914.  Three  passed  with 
honours,  4 with  distinction,  and  3 obtained  a pass.  These  results 
are  really  excellent,  and  compare  very  favourably  indeed  with  the 
results  that  sighted  children  obtain. 

Four  very  successful  Concerts  have  been  given  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  singing  of  the  “Juniors”  is  worthy  of  commendation. 

“In  this  School  there  must  always  be  difficulties  in 
DIOCESAN  the  Junior  Class.  The  work  of  that  class  is  promis- 
INSPECTION.  ing,  and  is  done  conscientiously  and  carefully.  A 
fair  average  answer  well,  and  take  an  active  part  in 
the  work : general  tone  excellent.  In  the  Senior  Class  the  work 
is  carefully  explained;  answering  well  distributed,  children 
obviously  interested : repetition  good.  A good  syllabus  has  been 
covered,  and  this  has  been  made  the  basis  of  sound  religious 
instruction.

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The  numbers  of  the  adult  blind  at  present  in  the 
WORKSHOPS,  workshops  are  40  men  and  51  women,  being  an  in- 
crease of  one.  The  war  necessarily  was  responsible 
for  some  uncertainty  at  first,  both  as  regards  employment  and  sales, 
but,  on  the  whole,  the  Committee  have  been  able  to  give  employ- 
ment and  wages  on  an  even  better  scale  than  before,  and  the  sales 
have  improved  on  the  record  created  last  year. 

In  the  Basket-making  Shop  there  has  been  great  activity, 
and  the  Mat-making  has  given  employment  to  more  men  than 
hitherto.  The  Knitting  Department  has  again  been  successful, 
both  in  hand  and  machine  work,  and  large  orders  for  knitted  goods 
for  sailors  and  soldiers  have  kept  the  women  hard  at  work.  This 
very  important  branch  of  the  workshops  is  still  in  need  of  further 
patronage,  and  ladies  interested  in  the  blind  would  do  the  work- 
shops a real  service  by  recommending  the  Knitting  Department 
more  widely  among  their  friends. 

The  Committee  are  gratified  to  report  that  two  Royal 
SALES.  patrons — H.M.  the  Queen  and  Queen  Alexandra — 

have  again  honoured  the  work  done  in  our  Knitting 
Department  by  purchases  of  even  larger  amount  than  in  previous 
years. 

And  the  Committee  wish  also  to  thank  those  ladies  in  various 
towns,  through  whose  kindness  Mrs.  James  has  had  an  opportunity 
of  disposing  of  her  goods  to  advantage.  An  extension  of  this 
method  of  helping  to  make  known  the  work  of  the  Institution  is 
much  to  be  desired. 

For  years  past  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Work- 
TU1TI0N.  shops  Committee  to  admit  men  and  women  who  were 
too  old  to  enter  the  School  at  Westbury  for  a course 
of  training  in  some  branch  of  trade,  and  these  facilities  will  be 
readily  extended  to  any  of  our  soldiers  or  sailors  who  may,  unfor- 
tunately, be  in  need  of  them. 

No  change  has  to  be  recorded  in  our  Staff  of  Home 
HOME  Teachers.  Their  work  has  proceeded  on  the  usual 
ACHlNC.  and  is  of  great  value  to  many  afflicted  people  in 
the  city.  It  was  not  found  practicable  to  arrange 
the  Annual  Tea  for  the  Blind  in  November,  as  troops  were  nightly 
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being  ministered  to  in  the  Friends’  Schools  in  Rosemary  Street, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  may  be  made  soon. 

The  Librarian  wishes  attention  to  be  drawn  to  the 
THE  fact  that  the  funds  available  for  the  Library  only 
LIBRARY.  amount  to  ^5  per  annum,  and  hopes  that  some  sub- 
scribers may  be  induced  to  increase  this  amount.

Attention  may  be  drawn  to  the  excellent  rule,  that 
EX-PUPILS,  when  a pupil  has  passed  through  the  Technical  Shops 
and  is  found  to  be  proficient  at  his  trade,  he  should 
be  encouraged,  if  circumstances  permit,  to  go  and  work  at  home, 
a grant  of  j£ 5 and  a set  of  tools  being  provided.  This  grant  is 
entrusted  to  a gentleman,  who  undertakes  to  act  as  sponsor,  or, 
in  other  words,  to  see  after  the  progress  and  well-being  of  the 
blind  person,  and  to  make  reports  upon  him  or  her  from  time  to 
time.  In  this  way  old  pupils  are  kept  in  touch  with  the  Institution. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  ascribe  their  gratitude  to 
Almighty  God  for  His  blessings  during  the  year  that  is  past,  and 
pray  that  His  guiding  Hand  may  ever  direct  their  efforts  on  behalf 
of  the  afflicted  ones  under  their  care.

“ I am  directed  to  state  that  the  Board  have  received  a 
report  from  Dr.  Eichholz,  one  of  their  Medical  Officers,  on  his 
visit  to  the  above-named  School  on  the  16th  March  last.  The 
Board  aie  glad  to  learn  from  the  report  that  the  general  appear- 
ance and  physical  condition  of  the  children  in  the  School  is 
satisfactory.  The  Board  appreciate  the  difficulties  experienced  by 
the  Managers  owing  to  the  circumstances  arising  out  of  the  war, 
but  I am  to  express  a hope  that,  in  spite  of  these  conditions, 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  maintain  the  standard  of  attainments 
and  response  among  the  children. 

lhe  Board  do  not  wish  to  bring  undue  pressure  to  bear 
upon  the  Committee  at  the  present  time,  but  I am  to  suggest 

that  they  should  consider,  so  far  as  circumstances  permit,' the 
desirability 

(l.)  Of  maintaining  with  unimpaired  regularity  their  scheme 
of  medical  inspection; 

(u.)  Of  securing  the  annual  dental  inspection,  followed  by 
conservative  dental  treatment  of  all  the  children,  with  a view  to 
securing  a healthy  denture  for  every  child  on  leaving  school;  and 

(m.)  Of  providing  and  maintaining  an  adequate  supply  of  games 
and  recreation  materials  in  the  play-rooms  of  the  children  of

OBJECTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION— 

This  is  an  Educational  Institution,  and  is  only  available  for  those  blind  children 
and  young  people  who  are  capable  of  receiving  instruction.  This  Institution  is  not 
an  Asylum  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION— 

Persons  desiring  an  "Application  Form"  should  write  to  the  Superintendent,  to 
whom  the  form,  when  filled  up,  should  be  returned.

All  Applications  must  be  accompanied  by  Certificate  of  Birth. 

ELECTION  OF  PUPILS- 

All  Pupils  arc  elected  by  the  Committee. 

QUALIFICATIONS. 

Applicants  are  eligible  for  admission  from  the  age  of  five  years  until  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  but  preference  is  g[iven  to  those  under  sixteen.  They  must  either  be  totally  blind 
or  not  possessed  of  sufficient  sight  to  read  ordinary  school  books  of  sighted  children. 
They  must  also  be  free  from  bodily  and  mental  defects,  which  would  prevent  them 
receiving  instruction  or  from  following  some  useful  occupation. 

VACCINATION— 

All  Pupils  must  have  been  vaccinated  previous  to  admission. 

TERMS— 

1 he  terms  for  pupils  are  ^30  per  annum  for-maintenance  and  clothing,  paid  quarterly 
or  half-yearly.  It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  these  payments  are  by  no  means 
sufficient  for  maintenance  and  education,  the  remainder  being  supplied  from  the 
charitable  funds  of  the  Institution. 

In  case  the  parents  are  too  poor  to  make  the  necessary  payments  for  their  child's 
education,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the  School  Authority  for  the 
district  in  which  the  child  resides.  The  School  Authority  is  bound  to  take  steps  to 
educate  the  child  by  sending  it  to  a Certified  School  until  it  reaches  the  age  of 
sixteen.  It  the  circumstances  of  the  parents  permit,  the  School  Authority  may  demand 
from  them  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of  their  child's  education,  the  Guardians 
of  the  Poor  have  powers  to  make  the  payments  after  the  age  of  sixteen ; and  if  the 
parents  cannot  afford  to  do  so,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Guardians. 
CLOTHING  OUTFIT— 

The  pupils  elected  must  be  provided  with  an  initial  outfit  at  the  Institution,  the 
Authorities  or  Friends  sending  them  undertaking  to  pay  the  cost  Us).

Although  the  income  from  the  Fund  is  not  yet  sufficient 
adequately  to  give  to  all  the  deserving  blind  workers  in  Bristol, 
it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  very  many  of  them,  and  particularly 
those  whose  necessity  was  greatest,  have  been  materially  benefited 
out  of  this  income  by  weekly  gifts,  which  commenced  just  before 
last  Christmas.
